As regards the form i in which the maternity benefit should 
be given, the Bill lays down that the 30s. should not be 
given in cash, but be expended in such a manner as may be 
prescribed. We urge . this clause should be so amended 
that the grant should pay for doctor or midwife and the 
surplus be given in cash to the woman, and should be her 
property. - After medical attendance, the great need is for 
extra nourishment and help in the house. The woman is 
the best person to decide which of these she requires most. 

The third amendment we dasire to see is that a wage- 
earning mother should receive sick benefit in addition to 
maternity benefit. Under the Bill as it now stands a 
woman would be worse off during the time of her — 
ment than during any other illness. A wage-earning 
mother requires both compensation for wages and maternity 
benefit to cover medical aad other expenses during her 
confinement, 

We would point out that the wives of men who become 
Post Office depositors would lose -maternity benefits alto- 
gether if the men’s contributions are exhausted by their 
own sickness. This is another instance of the unsatisfac- 
tory nature of the Post Office deposit scheme, which is not 
insurance at all, but merely comp thrift. 

It is most essential that women should have their full 
share of employment under the Bill and take their part in 
its administration.

Miss Caroline Turle and Mrs. Moore., 


The Women’s Social and Political Union has lost 
during the past week yet another honoured and beloved 
Golleague. Miss Caroline Turle, a veteran in the cam- 
paign for women’s enfranchisement, sent in her name & 
few days ago as a volunteer for the next deputation to 
the House of Commons, should it be rendered necessary, 
While she was awaiting the call to active service, 
another call, sudden and imperative, was given—the 
call to step out of the ranks militant into the triumphant 
ranks of those who have fought the good fight, having 
kept the faith, and been faithful to the end. Last Fri- 
day she died quite suddenly. Miss Caroline Turle, who 
had been a life-long Suffragist, joined the Women's 
Social and Political Union in its early days. She was a 
most — contributor to the Campaign Fund. Not 
Albert Hall meeting passed without the announce- 
nent of her very large-hearted financial support. In 
her home in Dorset she encouraged with all her brave 
sympathy the local work, and latterly she devoted her- 
self to the task of writing numerous letters to Cabinet 
Ministers and Members of Parliament, pressing them to 
support the Conciliation Bill and to obtain facilities for 
carrying it into law this Session. We deplore our loss, 
and the loss to the Women’s Movement sustained by 
her death, and offer our most heartfelt sympathy to her 
sister, and our dear friend and colleague, Miss S. A. 
Turle. Those who have lived their life beyond the 
narrow boundaries of self live for ever in the life of the 
human world which théy helped to mould and fashion. 
The readers of this paper will feel personal sorrow in 
the knowledge that Mrs. Moore, the mother of the 
gifted family of actresses, whose names are household 
Fords, has passed away. It is well known to all the 
workers in the Suffrage Movement that the daughters 
of Mrs. Moore have poured out most lavishly their 
talents, their leisure, and their’ energy in devoted 
Bervice to the cause of women’s emancipation. It is 
fess generally known, perhaps, that their mother was to 
the very end of her life as keen and ardent as them- 
tzel ves, and a source of inspiration to them all. To 
meet Mrs. Moore was to feel at the first instant the great 
beauty and charm of her personality. : 
Mrs. G. H. Moore (née Strachan) was born in 
1829, married in 1853, and became the mother of 
ten children—nine daughters and one son. She leaves 
five daughters and one son— Mrs. Ernest Pertwee, 
Mr. Henry Moore, Miss Ada Moore, Mme. Bertha 
Moore (Mrs. Frank Huth), Miss Eya Moore (Mrs. 
H. W. Esmond), Miss Decima Moore (Mrs. G. Guggis- 
erg). Mrs. Moore was an exceptionally beautiful 
man in body and in mind, and retained all her facul- 
ties to the end. She possessed great underlying strength 
And will power, entire unselfishness, and extraordinary 
self-control under great stress. She kept up the 
keenest interest in the events of the day, political, 
artistic, and literary. She was a very accomplished 
needlewoman, and some of her latest work was sold. for 
the Suffrage Cause. She was a keen Suffragist, and a 
tii believer in women’s direct influence in public

ffairs. On the night of May 6 she was given up by 
e doctors; she rallied, however, and her first question 
was concerning the fate of the Conciliation Bill. She 
was conscious till three hours before her death (on 
day, May 26), which took place in the presence of 
her children, whom she had so deeply influenced by 
her life.

MAKING CONSUMPTIVES. 


Miss Dorothy Evans has sent the following letter, dated 
May 30, 1911, to Mr. Winston Churchill:— | 
: Se 1 have recently served seven days in Winson Green 
Gaol for refusing to pay taxes until women are represented 
in the House of Commons. As I came under the new prison 
rules for Passive Resisters and Suffragettes I was entitled 
to the luxury of sufficient ventilation in my cell. It was 
th the utmost difficulty that the Governor was able to 
da cell that had even a pretence at adequate ventilation. 
I slept in one of the ordinary cells the first night, which 
ve sliding panes leaving at the best two openings about 
inches square. These windows are set in the wall high 
and are about one square yard in area. Added to this 
ey are very dirty, so that the light in the cells is always 
After the prisoner has been locked in ‘the cell all 
hight the air is unbearable, and its unhealthiness is in- 
- greased by damp. The cells are washed at six in the morn- 
ing, and the corridors are washed atthe same time. In 
te of the fact that any ad te through ventilation is 
impossible, owing to the height. of the windows and the 
mall area that opens, the prisoners are locked inte the 
dells again at seven for breakfast, so that they sit in a wet cell 
and are forced to breathe the evaporating moisture which 
pent escape. A great number of the prisoners suffer 
from chronic catarrh, and anyorie with a tendency to con- 
sumption could hardly fail to contract the disease.

THE WORLD. 


we have read Miss Meakin's | 
collection of letters on America,” we feel as though we 


had been rushing through the United States on an 
express train, with facts and statistics and impressions 
flying in upon us through the window. This, however, 
implies nothing derogatory to the book. It is rather a 


compliment, for in the form of these simply written 


letters from the various towns she visited, Miss Meakin 
contrives to give the reader a really clear bird’s-eye 
view of that strange conglomeration of States, which 
we are apt vaguely to call America.“ Even when she 
quotes from guide books, or gives us an exact height of 
a building, or the number of stairs in it, Miss Meakin 
succeeds in being interesting, and although she would 
be the first to acknowledge that one cannot get to know 
a country from a short visit, she succeeds admirably in 
her aim, which is to give an idea of what America is 
doing, and to stimulate the reader to learn more about 
this marvellous country of progress and contrasts. 

All through the book runs one thread—the wonderful 
energy of the American nation. Whether it be building 
the biggest edifice in the world, or working up the 
largest business, or reclaiming miles and miles of hope- 


less land, or moving houses-from one street to another | 


as we would move a portmanteau, or rebuilding on 


| model lines, in the course of a few weeks, a city that 


has been razed to the ground by fire, there is no 
difficulty too great for the American to undertake. The 
Government of the country fosters this feeling in giving 


equal opportunity to every man, while the banking: 


houses, instead of keeping the nation’s money, lend it 
out to anyone who has a good opening and no money to 
finance it. Education, from the kindergarten to the 
‘The one object 
of the American, Miss Meakin admits, is to make 
money, but when he has made it he spends it. All the 
foreign immigrants from a dozen of the older civilisa- 
tions are being absorbed gradually to form a new 


‘nation, one which, when on its superabundant energy 


it grafts the thoroughness of the Old World, will be the 
greatest on the earth. 

In reading these impressions, and thus realising 
something of the tremendous forces that underlie the 
American nation, and the wonderful possibilities that lie 


before it in the future, one naturally wonders what part 
In five of the States | 


women will play in moulding it. 
they have the suffrage. When they. have it in all and 
when they use it, what will be the effect on the nation ? 
We can prophesy that the result will be a deeper 
spirituality, an introduction of those elements of 
idealism and altruism which the male American, in his 
rush for getting on, has had to leave on one side. Our 
only criticism of the book, indeed, is that Miss Meakin 
(author of that excellent review of woman s position 


called Woman in Transition“) should not have told 


us a little more about the women of America. Only 
here and there do we get a glimpse of their lives. 
American women, she says, owe their wonderful 
mus¢ular strength and endurance to their hard-working 
immigrant mothers. In Johns Hopkins University 
there are many women teachers—one of them holds the 
post of Professor of Pathology. The servant question 
is an acute one. To be a household drudge with 
practically no leisure is not a prospect that tempts the 
independent American. Nearly all the houses are 
servantless, and have an occasional “lady help.“ One 
smiles at the man's picture of women who have nothing 
to do but stay at home, when one reads of a typical 


American woman who had done the housework of a 


twelve-roomed house, and brought up three children for 
the whole 23 years of her married life single-handed. 
Miss Meakin says: 


Accustomed as I have been in England to hear servants, who 
have less than a third of the — that this lady gets through 


daily, complaining of over work, I was lost in amazement when 


I discovered how much work one woman could get through, if 
only she wished to do so. 


The teaching profession is falling largely into the 


hands of women, and it is interesting to read that at 


some of the high schools for boys of from 14 to 20 
years of age nearly all the teachers are women. 

Another little glimpse of the American woman is as 
follows: 


In summer the young girls in the smaller towns go to school 
both hatless and gloveless. There is an absence of self-con- 


sciousness about them which is very pleasing. They are taught | 


from their earliest years to recite or speak in public; and 
nothing struck me more than the simple and natural way in 
which a young, girl would rise-to address an audience when occa- 
sion required it. 


We hope that one day Miss Meakin will use her 


powers of observation and her talent for writing to give 


us a book on the American woman as she is and as she

On June 17 there begins à week of holiday and of | 
great national rejoicing. In the space of seven days, 
London, the city which is the heart of the Empire, will 

see three Processions, and each of them.will present a 
pageant of. colour, and each will be fraught with 
significance to all the civilised peoples of the world. 
The Royal Processions of Thursday, June 22, and 
Friday, June 23, will be to an overwhelming extent 
representative of the manhood of the Empire. For 
women as one half of the people who are the King's 
loyal subjects there is no place in these two great 
pageants of national strength and glory. To the 
womanhood of this realm and of the dominions beyond 
the seas no opportunity would be afforded of demon- 
strating their sense of patriotism, and their readiness 
for public service in the interests of their country, were 
it not for the determination to repair that omission 
on the part of all the many suffrage societies and 
various women's associations, who, co-operating with the 
Women's Social and Political Union, have organised 
the Women's Coronation Procession of June 17. :

And so the Pageant of Englishwomen who “ah done 
great things in the Past goes by, and the Englishwomen 
of the Piesent, who are doing great things and who are 
going to do still greater in the future, goes by also. 

Indeed, it will be a day to be remembered in history. 
We all have the opportunity of being able to boast for 
the rest of our lives that we too were of that great 
throng, that we too helped to swell that multitude of 
women who, on June 17, 1911, demonstrated to Eng- 
land—to the world our belief in womanhood, our 
enthusiasm for the ideals for which we work.
